A. CALL TO ORDER 

Chairperson Cindi Nannetti called the meeting to order at 9:39a.m.  
 
B. WELCOME/INTRODUCTIONS 

Ms. Nannetti requested introductions by all present. 
 

C. APPROVAL OF MINUTES 
Ms. Marilyn Seymann moved to approve February 26, 2015 and May 21, 2015 minutes. Ms. 
Alice Bustillo seconded the motion. Motion approved.  
 

D. CHILDREN’S JUSTICE ACT NEEDS ASSESSMENT 
Pima Prevention Partnership 
Program Evaluators, Jessica Manvel and Jonathon Pistotnik provided a summary of the 
Children’s Justice Assessment, which is a federal requirement for states who receive 
funding under the Children’s Justice Act. The assessment evaluated Arizona’s coordinated 
response to cases of child abuse and neglect. The study described each county’s multi-
disciplinary team (MDT) efforts, explored the use of best practices, identified supports and 
challenges, and provided the following recommendations: 1) To develop state guidelines 2) 
Sustain and strengthen existing resources for MDTs 3) Promote a professional network 4) 
Determine the unique technical assistance needs for each county 5) Ensure victim support 
and advocacy services are routinely available from the time of disclosure to final disposition.  
 

E. DISPROPORTIONATE MINORITY CONTACT REPORT CARD 
David Redpath, Arizona Supreme Court 
Dr. John Vivian, Arizona Department of Juvenile Corrections 
Mr. David Redpath and Dr. John Vivian presented on the data that demonstrates where 
disparity exists throughout various decision points within the juvenile justice system.  The 
data shows that while the total numbers of youth involved in each decision point has 
decreased, disparities between ethnic groups continue to exist. The intent of this report is 
to educate the justice community on where disparities are present and to advocate creating 
fair outcomes for all children who have contact with the juvenile justice system.
